FISV. C. H. P a r k h u r s t Ref* 
to It In 
S u n d a y ’s S erm on, v* 
New York. March 1 9 - In his ser­ 
mon on the relations of so-culled Chris­ 
tian nations that ure pagan Rev. Dr. 
Charles H. Parkhurst referred Sun­ 
day to the recent killing of Merci and 
President Roosevelt’s congratulatory 
dispatch to General Wood. 
'‘Consider,’’ he said, “the early and 
self satisfied way In which we regard 
the mowing clown of the savage and 
semi-savage In the Philippine islands 
who stand In the way of the national 
purpose.

Soldier and Able Lawyer— A

The last stroke of the hour m id­ 
night had scarcely ceased its solemn 
reverberations from the bell of the 
clock in the courthouse tower on 
Sunday night, when the soul of 
Judge Alexander C. Brietz, the old­ 
est member of the Brazos county bar 
association and a citizen of Brazos 
county 
for half a century, was 
peacefully borne from its tenem ent 
of clay to the great beyond. Judge 
Brietz had been in failing health 
for some m onths, and when recent­ 
ly it became so serious as to confine 
him to his bed, the family and 
friends felt that the end of his 
days was near at hand, and the 
knowledge 
of 
this fact brought 
poignant grief to loved ones and a 
sense of profound sorrow and of 
distinct 
loss to the entire com- 
m unity. 
These 
sentim ents were 
but intensified by 
the final an­ 
nouncem ent 
from 
the 
death 
chamber. 
Judge Brietz was born at Salem, 
North Carolina, May 2b, 1839, and 
his age was 66 years, 9 months 
and 20 days. 
H is parents were 
Charles G. 
and Rebecca Brietz. 
He was educated in his native town 
and at Trinity College, North Caro­ 
lina. 
He came to Texas in 1851, 
landing at Galveston on May I. In 
June of the same year he came to

REVIVAL MEETING BEGUN. 


By Evangelist J. B. Andrews at Metho­ 


dist Church— Services Daily at lh 


a. rn. and at Night. 


Beneath lowering clouds mist­ 


ing rain, revival services were be­ 


gun at the Methodist Church Sun­ 


day morning at l l o’clock by Rev. 


J. B. Andrews of Siloam Springs, 


Ark., following upon a series of 
preliminary prayer services con­ 
ducted by the pastor, Dr. Betts, 
during the past week. 
The church 
was well filled with an attentive 
audience, notwithstanding the bad 
weather, and the service and ser­ 
mon, which was introductory in 
character, made a good impression. 
Rev. Andrews read for scripture 
lessons the first Psalm and five 
verses from the fifth chapter of 
Matthew, from the lith to the 16th 
verse. 
The reading was prefaced 
by an earnest prayer by the evan­ 
gelist, and an announcement by 
Dr. Betts regarding the services. 
These will be held daily at 10a. rn. 
and at night. 
The morning ser­ 
vice will continue only one hour, 
and it is especially desired that the 
business men, clerks,

shall they heap to themselves teach­ 
ers, having itching ears; 
“ And they stmll turn away their 
ear2 from the truth, and shall be 
turned unto fables. 
“ But watch thou in all things, 
endure alfiictions, do the work of 
an evangelist, make full proof of 
thy ministry. 
“ For I am now ready to be of­ 
fered and the time of m y depart­ 
ure is now at hand. 
“ I have fought a good tight, I 
have finished my course, I have 
kept the faith: 
“ Henceforth there is la: 
up for 
me a crown of righteousness, which 
the Lord, the righteous judge shall 
give me at that day: and not to 
me only, but unto all them also 
that love his appearing.”

The F irst Iron Shit*. 
An iron boat was built In 1777 on 
the river Fosse, In Yorkshire. 
It was 
fifteen feet long and was made of sheet 
Iron. In 1815 Thomas Jevons launched 
a small iron boat on thugilcrscy. 
It 
was built by Joshua Horton near Bir­ 
mingham aud fitted up at Liverpool 
and was the first iron boat that boat­ 
ed on salt water. The first iron steam 
vessel was built by the Horsley com­ 
pany for the river Heino and called 
Aaron Mnnby, after its projector. 
He 
took out a patent in France for Iron 
steamships in I*20 and formed a sod 
ety for the construction of such yes 
sels. 
She was put together in London 
and took a cargo of linseed and iron 
castings to Havre and Baris, lf, how­ 
ever. a Dutch tradition Is to be credit­ 
ed the first iron vessel that ever float 
ed was the famous Flying Dutchman 
herself. Silo was launched in 1(157. aud 
her fate was supposed to be a J mig 
meat on tile impiety of those who vio­ 
lated the oilier of nature by making 
iron float—London Graphic. 


I tm an edict of Henry pronounced the 
“damnable custom of dueling intro­ 
duced by the corruption of the cen­ 
tury*' to be the cause of so many pite­ 
ous accidents, to the extreme regret 
and displeasure of the king and to the 
irreparable damage of the state, “that 
wo should count ourselves unworthy 
to hold the scepter lf we delayed to 
repress the enormity of this crime.” 
A whole series of edicts followed to 
the same effect, but It was easier to 
make inlets than to enforce them. 
Degradation, imprisonment, confisca­ 
tion of property, loss of civil rights 
aud deutli were the penalties attached 
to the infringement of the laws against 
dueling, aud still the practice pre­ 
vailed. In 102(1 Richelieu published a 
milder form of prohibition. The first 
offence w as no longer capital, a thifd 
only of tile offender’s property was to 
be confiscated, and the Judges were 
permitted to recognise extenuating cir­ 
cumstances. 
A few mouths later the Comte de 
Bouterille thought fit to test the min­ 
ister’s patience in this direction. Tile 
Place Royale bud long be.u a favorite 
dueling ground, and De Boutevills 
traveled from Brussels to fight his 
twenty-second duel here, In the heart 
of Paris, in deliberate defiance of the 
king’s authority. The result was not 
encouraging. Montmorency though he 
was, the count weut with his second 
to the scaffold, and the marked de­ 
crease from that time In the number 
of duels may be attributed either to 
the moderation used In framing the 
law or to tho inexorable resolutes 
With which It was enforced.—Macmil­ 
lan’s

A fter a lengthy discussion of 
th* subject these conclusions w ere a r ­ 
rived at by the delegate* to the m eet­ 
ing: 
No union man shall purchase a non­ 
union casket or assist In paying for a j 
non-union casket for a m em ber of his I 
fam ily or a friend.
